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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


During  1985  the  Planning  Board  conducted  twelve  regular  and  five 
special  meetings,  also  fifteen  public  hearings  were  held  concern- 
ing proposed  amendments  to  zoning  regulations,  twelve  requests 
for  subdivision,  seven  site  review  presentations,  and  three 
requests  for  occupancy  use  permits. 

The  following  proposed  amendments  to  the  town's  zoning  ordinance 
will  be  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  March  town  meeting,  and 
are  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. 

1.  An  almost  total  rewrite  of  the  sign  ordinance  in  an  attempt 
to  make  the  ordinance  more  in  keeping  with  the  current  needs 
of  agricultural,  residential,  commercial,  and  industrial  enter- 
prize. 

2.  Replacing  the  backlot  building  ordinance  with  wording  to 
accomplish  its  original  intent. 

3.  To  require  that  a  building  lot  at  its  narrowest  point  shall  be 
no  less  than  eighty  feet.  The  intent  here  is  to  stop  prospec- 
tive developers  from  sawing  property  into  extremely  strange 
shaped  lots  in  order  to  get  as  many  lots  as  possible  from  a 
piece  of  land. 

We  urge  all  voters  to  exercise  their  right  to  vote  on  Tuesday 
March  11th,  1986.

The  original  contract  for  cable  TV  was 
signed  in  1981.  Since  that  time  the  company  the  town  signed 
with  has  changed  ownership  twice  ultimately  controled  by  cable- 
vision  of  Portsmouth. 

The  two  new  fire  trucks  authorized  at  last  year's  town  meeting 
are  under  construction  and  one  of  the  Mack  chassis  has  been  in 
Greenland,  on  its  way  to  the  fire  equipment  manufacturer,  allow- 
ing the  firemen  an  opportunity  to  observe  and  in  some  cases  to 
drive  the  unit. 

Road  improvements  completed  during  the  year  consisted  of  re- 
surfacing of  Downs  Avenue  and  widening  and  rehabilitation  of 
Dearborn  Road.

Also  plan  to  attend  the  business  portion  of  the  town  meeting 
which  will  convene  at  8  PM  on  Thursday,  March  13th.

As  a  volunteer  department  and 
if  we  are  to  continue  to  be  a  volunteer  department,  we  must  have  more 
people  in  the  community  willing  to  make  this  commitment.   Please  visit 
with  us  on  any  Tuesday  night  and  see  what  you  can  do  for  your  neighbors. 

The  two  new  fire  trucks  approved  at  last  years  Town  Meeting  are  now  under 
construction  and  should  be  delivered  sometime  in  April.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the 
leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes 
are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  informa- 
tion. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  resnonsi- 
bility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber 
harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber 
tax  payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber 
Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

The  objectives  of  any  mosquito  control  organization  is  to  identify 
the  problem  species'  and  focus  control  efforts  on  preventing  immature 
mosquitoes  from  becoming  flying,  biting  adults.   Immature  mosquitoes 
develop  in  stagnant  waters,  such  as  snowmelt  pools,  roadside  ditches, 
salt  marsh  pools,  flooded  pastures  and  cattail  marshes.   Efforts  are  made 
to  identify  and  control  these  areas.   Once  a  mosquito  hatches  from  these 
aquatic  habitats,  they  are  capable  of  flight  and  are  much  more  difficult 
to  control . 

Controlling  immature  mosquitoes  is  not  simply  spraying  insecticides. 
There  are  many  other  tools  available.  New  biological  controls  eliminate 
only  mosquito  immatures  and  are  not  harmful  to  other  life,  including 
other  insects. 

Mosquito  Control  is  constantly  progressing.   Each  year,  new  ideas 
and  products  are  available  to  create  safer  and  more  efficient  results. 
We  adhere  to  the  principle  of  "effective  control  through  the  safest  means". 
Our  neighboring  towns  all  have  programs  and  together  create  a  unified 
effort  to  a  common  goal  —  a  mosquito-free  summer!

Mosquito  Control  Commission 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 


The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are  pleased 
to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy  recovery  plant  located  on  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  campus  is  operating  on  a  continuous  twenty- 
four  hour,  seven  day  a  week  schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Cooperative's  Administrator,  under  the  general  supervisory  control  of 
the  three  member  Operations  Committee  from  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors. 
The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the  administrator,  includes  two 
mechanics,  a  truck  driver,  two  daily  shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving 
8  persons,  plus  daily  clean-up  crew  and  the  secretary.   This  organization 
operates  the  incinerator  system,  maintains  records,  and  coordinates  with 
the  University's  Power  Plant  staff  to  monitor  the  boiler  and  steam  pro- 
ductionelements  of  the  plant.   The  Cooperative's  organization  also  handles' 
the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer  stations  of  five  communities, 
and  handle?  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the  landfill  site. 

During  1985  the  Cooperative  purchased  a  new  Mack  chassis  with  roll-on 
capability  to  handle  the  ash  containers  and  the  Canisters  from  the  five 
communities  with  transfer  stations. 

The  decline  in  the  price  of  oil  during  the  past  year  was  of  course  welcomed 
by  home  owners  and  business  operators,  however,  the  price  drop  significantly 
reduced  the  income  of  the  Cooperative  for  the  sale  of  steam  to  the  University, 
as  the  revenue  from  steam  is  controlled  by  the  price  of  fuel  oil.  Some 
unexpected  maintenance  items  coupled  with  the  plant  being  shut  down  for  two 
weeks  during  which  the  University  had  the  area  between  the  plant  and  the 
recently  relocated  fire  station  regraded  and  paved  also  reduced  the  Cooperatives 
revenue  from  the  sale  of  steam. 

The  rubish  from  member  communities  increased  by  9.375%  in  1985  over  that  of 
1984. 

A  major  problem  to  be  resolved  during  1986  will  be  to  locate  an  approved 
site  for  ash  disposal.   The  regulatory  agencies  have  rather  arbitrarily 
taken  the  position  that  the  ash  must  be  disposed  of  within  a  secure  land- 
fill.

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REPORT  OF  Tills  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


I  am  sure  most  everyone  reading  this  report  is  well  aware  of  the  Sea- 
brook  Power  Plant  and  Evacuation  Plans.   Aware,  at  least,  that  both  are 
in  the  news  most  everyday,  that  controversy  surrounds  them  and  that  the 
Town  of  Greenland  is  in  some  way  affected.   It  is  an  issue  that  is 
difficult  for  many  people  to  discuss  without  becoming  involved  in  an 
emotional  debate  both  pro  and  con  over  nuclear  power.   To  remain  in 
a  neutral  corner,  if  you  will,  is  difficult,  but  it  is  where,  I  believe, 
Public  Officials  concerned  and  charged  with  the  well  being  of  the  com- 
munity should  be.   It  is  a  position  that  I  have  tried  to  maintain  over 
the  many  years  that  we  have  been  involved  with  preparing  a  Radiological 
Response  Plan. 

In  the  space  available  in  this  report,  let  me  make  a  few  observations 
and  clarify,  if  possible,  a  number  of  points  dealing  with  Emergency 

Preparedness. ■ 

First,  remember  that  Seabrook  is  only  one  of  many  potential  problems 
that  face  Greenland  and  the  Seacoast  everyday.   Civil  Defense  or  Emer- 
gency Management  must  be  prepared  to  deal  with  any  of  these.   Each 
community  is  different  and  must  handle  the  situation  based  on  it's 
own  resources  and  any  planning  must  be  tailored  to  that  community. 

Second,  what  are  our  resources?   People  in  some  towns  have  indicated 
they  do  not  have  the  "manpower"  to  deal  with  Seabrook.   Yet  those  same 
towns  have  had  the  potential  for  having  to  protect  large  segments  of 
their  population  with  the  same  resources  they  now  find  inadequate. 

Our  human  resources  in  Greenland  are  limited.  In  any  emergency,  the 
largest  group  we  have  to  draw  upon  is  the  fire  department.  The  jobs 
that  must  be  done  are  the  same,  however,  whether  it  is  Seabrook  or  a 
chemical  spill  on  Rte.  101. 

Third,  this  is  not  just  an  evacuation  plan.   As  the  true  name  indicates, 
"Radiological  Response  Plan",  it  deals  with  all  incidents  that  may 
occur  at  the  plant  as  classified  by  the  NRC.   Certainly,  the  part 
that  concerns  everyone  the  most  is  evacuation.   Will  the  plan  work? 
There  is  still  work  to  be  done  before  that  answer  can  be  given.   Based 
on  my  knowledge  of  incidents  requiring  mass  evacuation  of  people,  it 
can  be  done,  if  there  is  a  plan  and  if  those  responsible  for  the  safety 
of  the  community  continually  test  it  and  are  familiar  with  it.   Will 
it  be  100%  fool  proof?   Unfortunately,  human  beings,  no  matter  how 
good  their  intent,  cannot  be  100%  all  the  time.   The  tragic  events 
of  the  Space  Shuttle  prove  that  man  will  always  err  at  some  point. 

Fourth,  the  plan  is  no  secret.   It  never  has  been  or  never  will  be. 
Anyone  with  a  genuine  concern  is  welcome  to  contact  me  in  regard  to 
its  content.   It  still  is  in  the  draft  stage  and  I  am  sure  will  under- 
go more  changes  as  the  testing  procedure  continues.   I  will,  however, 
have  no  tolerance  for  anyone  who  would  use  this  as  a  platform  for 
furthering  their  own  personal  cause,  while  jepordizing  the  safety  of 
the  community.

ARTICLE  1.    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing  and  to  cast  your  ballot  on  the  following  questions. 

A.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  A  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance 
as  follows: 

1.  Delete  Article  X  l.D 

2.  Amend  Article  IV.  (Residential  District)  as  follows: 
Backlot  building  may  be  permitted  upon  land  fronting 
a  town  approved  or  State  maintained  highway  provided  : 
(1)  The  lot  is  otherwise  qualified  for  approval  as  to 
size,  set-backs,  etc.,  (2)  there  is  an  access  road  at 
least  20  feet  wide  owned  in  fee  simple  by  the  appli- 
cant (s)  leading  to  such  lot  from  the  nearest  town 
approved  or  State  maintained  highway;  (3)  the  access 
road  is  not  considered  as  part  of  such  lot  as  to  size; 
(4)  a  maximum  of  only  two  backlots  per  subdivision 
shall  be  permitted.   The  Planning  Board  may  require  an 
access  road  to  be  50  feet  wide  if  the  Board  believes 
such  width  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  future 
growth  of  the  Town.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appxy  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  fur- 
ther action  by  the  Town  meeting,  money  from  the  State, 
Federal  or  other  governmental  unit,  or  private  source 
which  becomes  available  during  the  year.   Acceptance 
and  expenditures  of  such  money  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31  :95-b.

EXTRACTS  FROM  MUNICIPAL  BUDGET  ACT-RSA  32 

32:4  AUTHORITY  OF  BUDGET  COMMITTEE.  In  any  town  which  has  adopted  the  provisions  of  the  municipal 
budget  law,  in  addition  to  its  other  duties  hereunder,  the  budget  committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  any  village 
district  or  precinct  wholly  within  the  boundaries  of  said  town.  The  limitations  upon  town  appropriations,  provided 
by  this  chapter,  shall  apply  to  appropriations  for  said  districts  or  precincts  and  the  commissioners  of  any  such 
district  or  precinct  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as  other  spending  agencies  of  said  town.  In  case 
of  sudjden  and  unexpected  emergency  the  commissioners  may  apply  to  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration 
for  a  certificate  of  emergency,  as  selectmen  may  do  in  the  case  of  a  town 

32:5  PREPARATION  OF  BUDGETS.  Selectmen,  school  boards,  village  district  commissioners,  all  governmental 
officers,  and  department  heads,  including  officers  of  such  self  sustaining  departments  as  water,  sewer,  and  electric 
departments  shall  prepare  a  statement  of  estimated  expenses  and  receipts  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  and  submit 
the  same  to  the  budget  committee  at  such  time  as  the  budget  committee  shall  fix.  Department  heads  and  other 
officers  shall  submit  their  departmental  statements  of  estimated  expenditures  and  receipts  to  their  respective 
governing  boards  before  submission  thereof  to  the  budget  committee.  All  moneys  appropriated  by  the  town, 
school  district  or  village  district  shall  be  stipulated  in  thetiudget  on  a  "gross"  basis,  showing  revenues  from  all 
sources,  including  grants,  gifts,  bequests  and  bond  issues,  as  offsetting  revenues  to  appropriations  affected.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  foregoing  estimates  of  expenditures  and  receipts,  the  budget  committee  shall  confer  with  selectmen, 
school  boards,  village  district  commissioners,  and  other  officers  and  departments  relative  to  estimated  costs, 
revenues  anticipated,  and  services  performed;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  such  officers  and  other  persons  to 
furnish  such  pertinent  information  to  the  budget  committee.  The  budget  committee  shall  thereafter  prepare 
budgets  according  to  rules  which  shall  be  adopted  by  the  commissioner  of  revenue  administration,  pursuant  to 
RSA  541 -A,  relative  to  the  required  forms  and  information  to  be  submitted  for  town  expenditures,  school  district 
expenditures  and  village  district  expenditures.  Such  budget  forms  shall  include  a  separate  column  which  indicates 
the  recommended  budget  ol  the  selectmen,  school  board  or  village  district  commissioners.  It  shall  hold  at  least  one 
public  hearing  on  each  budget,  not  later  than  25  days  before  each  annual  or  special  meeting,  public  notice,  and 
time  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  7  days  in  advance.  After  the  public  hearing,  the  budget  committee  shall  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  selectmen,  at  least  20  days  before  the  annual  town  meeting,  for  them  to  post  with  the  town 
warrant,  2  copies  of  the  budget  prepared  for  the  town,  and  2  copies  of  other  special  items  for  purposes  not  included 
within  the  budget  but  which  were  requested  by  the  selectmen,  or  by  petition,  and  which  the  committee  does  not 
wish  to  recommend,  but  upon  which  the  voters  at  the  town  meeting  are  hereby  entitled  to  vote  It  shall  likewise 
prepare  and  submit  to  the  school  board,  or  village  district  commissioners,  at  least  20  days  before  said  annual 
meetings  for  posting  by  the  school  board  or  the  village  district  commissioners  with  the  warrants  for  their  respective 
meetings,  2  copies  of  a  school  district  or  village  district  budget  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  school  village  district  annual 
meetings,  and  2  copies  of  other  special  items  for  purposes  not  included  within  the  budget  but  which  were  requested 
by  the  members  of  the  school  board  or  village  district  commissioners,  or  by  petition,  and  which  the  committee  does 
not  wish  to  recommend,  but  upon  which  the  voters  at  the  school  board  or  village  district  meeting  are  hereby  entitled 
to  vote.  The  budget  committee  shall  not  insert  additional  purposes  of  expenditures  in  any  recommended  budget  at 
or  after  the  public  hearings  required  in  this  section,  without  first  holding  one  or  more  public  hearings  on 
supplemental  budget  requests  for  town,  school  district  or  village  district  expenditures. 

32:8  LIMITATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS.  So  long  as  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  remain  in  force  in  any 
town  the  total  amount  appropriated  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  exceed  by  more  than  ten  percent  the  total 
amount  specified  in  the  budget  for  said  meeting,  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  any  purpose  not  included 
in  said  budget,  provided,  however,  that  the  budget  committee  may  also  submit,  without  approval  items  which  they 
do  not  wish  to  recommend  but  which  they  believe  the  voters  should  be  allowed  to  consider  and  act  upon,  either 
favorably  or  unfavorably.  Money  may  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  such  items.,  but  not  to  an  amount  which  would 
increase  the  total  appropriations,  as  recommended  by  the  budget  committee,  by  more  than  the  ten  percent  allowed 
hereunder.  The  ten  percent  increase  herein  allowable  above  the  total  amount  specified  in  the  budget  for  said 
meeting  shall  be  computed  on  the  total  amount  recommended  less  that  part  of  any  appropriation  item  which 
constitutes  fixed  charges.  Fixed  charges  shall  include  appropriations  for: 

I.  Bonds,  and  all  interest  and  principal  payments  thereon; 

II.  Notes,  except  tax  anticipation  notes,  and  all  interest  and  principal  payments  thereon; 

III.  Mandatory  assessments  imposed  on  towns,  by  the  county,  state  or  federal  governments

ARE  HEREBY  NOTIFIED  TO  MEET  AT  THE  GREENLAND  CENTRAL  SCHOOL  IN  SAID  DISTRICT  ON  SATURDAY, 
THE  8TH  DAY  OF  MARCH,  1986,  AT  8:00  P.M.  TO  ACT  ON  THE  FOLLOWING  ARTICLES. 

ARTICLE  1 .  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers  heretofore 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  receive 
and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational 
purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  any 
agencies  thereof,  the  United  States  Government  or  any  agency  thereof,  or  any  private  agency. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  form  a  Cooperative  School  District  Study 
(Planning)  Committee  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire  RSA  195  Section  18;  and  to  authorize 
the  Moderator  to  appoint  three  (3)  qualified  voters,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  School  Board,  as  members  of  the  Committee;  and  to  charge  the  Committee  with  the 
responsibility  of  filing  a  written  report  at  the  March  1987  Annual  District  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  authorize,  under  certain  conditions,  the  approval  of  direct  payments  for 
tuition  to  parents  or  guardians  of  school  age  residents  who  are  otherwise  eligible  for 
full  time  attendance  at  Town  funded  high  school  facilities. 

The  Greenland  School  Board  shall  authorize  payment  of  tuition  compensation  to  parents  or 
guardians  of  minor  residents  of  the  town  who  are  eligible,  for  secondary  school  education 
support  provided  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

1.  An  eligible  student  shall  be  one  who  would  be  acceptable  for  admission  at  the  secondary 
school  to  which  the  Town  ordinarily  negotiates  tuition  payments  for  Greenland  residents 

attending  full  time. 

2.  The  intention  to  attend  a  substitute  high  school  must  be  made  known  to  the  School 
Board  at  least  one  month  prior  to  an  application  for  tuition  compensation. 

3.  The  substitute  school  must  be  academically  acceptable  to  the  School  Board,  using 
reasonable  standards,  and  offer  a  minimum  of  180  days  of  full  time  instruction  during 

any  school  year. 


4.  The  student  must  demonstrate  an  attendance  record  at  the  substitute  school  that  is 
acceptable  to  the  School  Board  over  the  course  of  the  school  year,  and  attendance 

must  be  continuous  for  the  entire  school  year. 

5.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  the  student  must  retain  the  status  of  resident  of  the 
Town  of  Greenland  throughout  the  full  school  year  during  which  the  student  is  in  at- 
tendance at  the  substitute  school. 

Provided  these  conditions  are  met,  the  School  Board  will  authorize  a  payment  by  the 
Town  Treasurer  to  the  parent  or  guardian,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  of  the  actual 
tuition  amount  paid  to  the  substitute  school,  not  to  include  board,  books  and  other 
non- tuition  charges,  and  not  to  exceed  the  per  student  budgeted  amount  incurred  by  the 
town  for  ordinary  high  school  tuition.  No  individual  student  shall  be  the  recipient  of 
more  than  four  such  annual  reimbursements.  (Submitted  by  Petition.)  (Not  recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  to  fund  a  deficit  appropriation  in  accordance  with  RSA  32:10-a. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  6.  .  To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  as  a  contingency  fund  as  provided  under  RSA  198:4-1.  (Recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  replacement  of  certain 
specified  roofs  at  the  Greenland  Central  School  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
ninety-seven  thousand  dollars  ($97,000)  for  this  purpose  by  the  sale  of  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  as  amended.  The  time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal  and  interest, 
provisions  for  the  sale  of  notes  and/or  bonds  and  other  matters  in  connection  therewith, 
to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  School  Board.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 


ARTICLE  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  support  of  schools,  for  payment  of  salaries,  for  obligations  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income, 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  transact  any  further  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

1.   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity 
of  determining  compliance  with  legal  ^revisions  requires  modification 
of  accounting  systems  commonly  used  uy  commercial  enterprises.   Rather 
than  establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  sum- 
marize all  financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organ- 
ized on  the  basis  of  funds,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate 
entity  with  self -balancing  accounts  t.iat  comprise  its  assets,  liabili- 
ties, fund  balance,  revenues  and  expenditures,  including  obligations 
and  transfers.   Government  resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted 
for  in  individual  funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to 
be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are  controlled. 
The  various  funds  are  grouped,  in  the  financial  statements  in  this 
report,  as  follows: 

Governmental  Funds 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund 
of  the  Town.   It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except 
those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assess- 
ments, expendable  trusts,  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally 
restricted  to  expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

Trust  &  Agency  Funds  -  Trust  &  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  other 
governmental  units.   These  include  Expendable  Trusts,  Non-expendable 
Trusts  and  Agency  Funds.   Non-expendable  Trusts  are  accounted  for  in 
essentially  the  same  manner  as  proprietary  funds,  while  Expendable 
Trusts  are  accounted  for  similar  to  governmental  funds.   Agency  Funds 
are  custodial  in  nature  (assets  equal  liabilities)  and  do  not  involve 
measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  refers  to  when  revenues  and  expenditures  or 
expenses  are  recognized  in  the  accounts  and  reported  in  the  financial 
statements.   Basis  of  accounting  relates  to  the  timing  of  the  measure- 
ments made,  regardless  of  the  measurement  focus  applied.

Basis  of  Accounting  (Cont'd) 

All  Governmental  Funds  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted 
for  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.   Their  revenues 
are  recognized  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  as  net  cur- 
rent assets.   Taxpayer-assessed  income,  gross  receipts  and  sales  taxes 
are  considered  "measurable"  when  in  the  hands  of  intermediary  collect- 
ing governments  and  are  recognized  as  revenue  at  that  time.   Antici- 
pated refunds  of  such  taxes  are  recorded  as  liabilities  and  reductions 
of  revenue  when  they  are  measurable  and  their  validity  seems  certain. 

Expenditures  are  generally  recognized  under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting  when  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred.  Excep- 
tions to  this  general  rule  include:   (1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacations, 
sick  pay  and  other  employee  amounts  which  are  not  accrued;  and  (2)  prin- 
cipal and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is  recognized  when  due. 

All  proprietary  funds  and  Non-expendable  Trust  and  Pension  Trust 
Funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.   Their 
revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earned  and  their  expenses  are 
recognized  when  they  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  is  not  presented  in  the  financial  statements. 

2.  APPROPRIATED  FUND  BALANCE 

The  appropriated  fund  balance  of  the  General  Fund  represents  the 
unexpended  balances  of  current  and  prior  years'  special  appropriations 
for  the  following  purpose:

3.  GENERAL  LONG-TERM  DEBT 

General  governmental  liabilities  for  retirement  of  long-term  debt  are 
accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group  of  accounts.  Amounts 
due  in  future  periods  are  provided  by  appropriation  and  become  part  of  the 
funds  raised  through  taxes.   The  Town's  obligation  at  December  31,  1984, 
consist  of:

4.  TOTAL  COLUMNS  ON  COMBINED  STATEMENTS  -  OVERVIEW 

Total  columns  on  the  Combined  Statements  -  Overview  are  cap- 
tioned "Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only 
to  facilitate  financial  analysis.   Data  in  these  columns  do  not 
present  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in 
financial  position  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.   Neither  is  such  data  comparable  to  a  consolidation. 
Interfund  eliminations  have  not  been  made  in  the  aggregation  of 
this  data. 

5.  CONTINGENCIES 

Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire  (PSC)  has  protested 
the  method  by  which  it  was  assessed  for  property  tax  purposes. 
PSC  believes  its  assessment  should  be  its  net  book  value.  The 
Town,  however,  assesses  it  as  approximate  market  value  (the  same 
method  as  the  rest  of  the  Town). 

PSC  has  protested  its  assessments  since  1973.  The  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court  (Docket  No.  7535)  has  denied  such  protests  through  1977, 
The  Board  of  Taxation  has  also  denied  abatement  for  the  year  1980 
and  attorneys  have  filed  motions  to  cover  the  prior  years'  cases.

are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income,  t 
School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

GIVE  DETAILED  STATEMENT  OF  RECEIPTS  ON  OTHER  SIDE 
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REPORT  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Daniel  C.  Durgin 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Greenland,  New 
Castle,  Newington  and  Rye. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  assess  and  review  our 
staff  evaluation  process.  The  committee,  chaired  by  Special  Education  Coordinator, 
Francine  Fullam,  was  asked  to  develop  a  new  evaluation  instrument  which  would  state 
a  philosophy  of  evaluation,  and  would  establish  the  appropriate  process.  The  committee 
worked  diligently  and  in  June  completed  their  work  with  a  comprehensive  and 
well  developed  document.  All  staff  members  were  given  an  opportunity  to  review  the 
document  before  it  was  formally  presented  to  the  school  boards.  The  school  boards  were 
briefed  thoroughly  and  subsequently  each  board  approved  the  plan  for  implementation  in 
the  fall  of  1985.   Our  limited  experience  to  date  has  been  positive.  The  periodic 
evaluation  of  personnel  is  a  vitally  important  aspect  of  any  organization.   It  would 
appear  that  our  committee  has  designed  an  evaluation  instrument  that  is  constructive, 
informative,  and  oriented  toward  professional  growth  and  improvement.   I  wish  to  re- 
cognize the  Staff  Evaluation  Committee  and  congratulate  and  thank  them  for  their  ex- 
cellent work:  Francine  Fullam,  SAU  #50  Special  Education  Coordinator;  Janice  Hutchins, 
Greenland  Teacher;  Joseph  Korowski,  Rye  Junior  High  School  Principal;  Christopher  Martes, 
Rye  Elementary  School  Principal;  John  Miller,  New  Castle  School  Board  Chairman;  Janet 
Olmstead,  Greenland  Parent;  Helen  Oroski,  Newington  Teacher;  Ted  Papoutsy,  Representative 
from  Business  and  a  New  Castle  Resident;  Diane  Share,  New  Castle  Teacher. 


Our  number  one  curriculum  goal  for  the  current  year  is  to  develop  a  comprehensive  health 
education  program  which  will  include  all  grades  from  kindergarten  to  grade  eight. 
Toward  that  end,  a  committee  has  been  formed  and  given  this  responsibility.  Among  the 
tasks  that  this  committee  must  undertake  is  one  which  involves  a  careful  review  of 
each  of  our  individual  school's  health  programs  to  determine  specifically  what  is  being  <: 
covered  and  at  what  grade  level.  This  information  will  be  basic  to  the  study  and  will 
assist  the  committee'  later  as  it  determines  what  program  additions  and  modifications  are 
necessary.  One  important  area  that  will  be  formally  included  in  the  curriculum  is 
drug  and  alcohol  abuse  prevention.  Chemical  abuse  is  a  serious  issue  in  our  society. 
I  have  come  to  believe  strongly  that  our  schools  must  take  a  leading  role  in  educating 
our  young  people  to  the  dangers  inherent  in  substance  abuse.  There  must  be  mutual 
support  between  school  and  home  since  the  problem  may,  in  many  cases,  be  too  great  for 
either  to  deal  with  alone.  It  is  my  hope  that  a  formal  health  curriculum  will  allow  us 
to  deal  with  the  issues  in  a  more  defined  and  structured  manner.  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  are  Judith  Norton  (Chairman),  Physical  Education  Teacher,  Greenland,  New  Castle, 
Newington;  Sally  Gilbert  (Secretary),  Rye  Junior  High  School  Nurse;  Lynn  Broskus,  Green- 
land School  Nurse;  Barbara  Wilson,  Rye  Elementary  School  Nurse;  Marguerite  Kelly, 
Rye  School  Board  Member;  Francine  Fullam,  SAU  #50  Special  Education  Coordinator;  Carl 
Wood,  Greenland  Central  School  Principal;  Deborah  Boynton,  Newington  Teacher;  Ann 
Rafferty,  Rye  Junior  High  Teacher;  JoAnn  Ireland,  Parent  and  New  Castle  Resident. 

Last  summer  five  teachers  fcom  SAU  #50  attended  a  program  designed  to  develop  and  en- 
hance thinking,  problem  solving,  and  related  skills  among  our  students.  The  program 
was  developed  for  students  but  also  provided  a  training  vehicle  for  teachers  enabling 
them  to  acquire  the  methodology  for  teaching  these  skills.  Essentially  the  program 
consists  of  groups  of  students  being  presented  with  a  problem  to  solve  and  being  asked 
to  do  so  without;  adult  intervention.  The  students,  mainly  from  grades  5-8,  are  given 
little  direction  and  must,  through  their  own  skills,  work  cooperatively  to  reach  a 
solution.  Formal  reviews  are  conducted  at  the  mid  point  and  end  of  the  program.  The 
program  for  students  is  of  a  four  week  duration,  Monday  through  Thursday.  Fridays  are 
reserved  for  teachers  and  are  used  for  urogram  assessment  and  planning  purposes.  Teachers 
are  also  given  two  full  days  of  training  prior  to  the  arrival  of  students. 
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In  addition  to  providing  students  with  a  totally  different  learning  environment 
from  that  to  which  they  are  accustomed,  the  program  is  also  designed  to  train 
teachers  in  the  learning  by  real  problems  (LBRP)  method.  Essentially,  this 
method  requires  students  to  take  responsibility  for  solving  a  real  problem 
using  critical  skills  learned.  In  addition  to  creative  thinking  and  problem 
solving,  skills  developed  include  communication,  group  interaction,  taking  the 
initiative  and  responsibility  for  one's  own  learning,  and  organization  and 
management  of  resources.  Students  have  been  invited  to  enroll  after  having 
been  acquained  with  the  program  through  assemblies  held  earlier  in  the  year 
in  Greenland  and  Rye.  The  session  will  be  held  this  summer  if  sufficient  interest 
is  shown. 

The  New  Hampshire  legislative  session  of  1985  produced  a  new  and  innovative  school 
funding  law  for  the  state's  school  districts.  Aimed  at  assisting  in  equalizing 
educational  opportunity,  the  law  combines  three  separate  revenues  into  one  and 
redistributes  the  funds  on  the  basis  of  a  complex  formula  devised  to  provide  less 
affluent  school  districts  with  greater  financial  support.  The  three  revenues 
for  which  all  school  districts  were  previously  eligible  are  foundation  aid,  basic 
special  education  aid,  and  sweepstakes  aid.  Unfortunately,  although  a  number  of 
districts  across  the  state  will  benefit  from  the  new  law,  the  school  districts  of 
SAU  #50  will  not.  For  districts  that  will  lose  revenue,  the  law  provides  for 
that  loss  to  occur  over  three  years.  Simply  this  means  that  districts  will 
absorb  one  third  of  their  losses  each  year  over  three  years.  Specifically,  over 
the  next  three  years  our  districts  will  lose  the  following  in  state  aid:  Greenland 
$24,376;  New  Castle,  $4,932;  Newington,  $1,835;  and  Rye,  $77,093. 

This  past  year  SAU  #50  lost  two  respected  friends  and  colleagues.  Genevieve 
Cloutier  had  taught  mathematics  in  the  Rye  Junior  High  School  since  1956.  Her 
skills  as  a  teacher  were  well  known  among  the  many  Rye  students  who  had  passed 
through  her  classroom.  She  was  dedicated  and  concerned  for  the  educational  well 
being  of  her  students.  She  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  knew  her,  but  perhaps, 
most  deeply  by  the  hundreds  of  former  students  who  had  benefited  from  her  teaching. 

Herbert  Wilson  had  just  completed  nine  years  on  the  Greenland  School  Board  when  he 
lost  his  life  in  a  tragic  accident.  Herb  was  a  serious  and  devoted  board  member 
who  gave  unselfishly  of  his  time  and  knowledge  for  the  school  children  of  Green- > 
land.  He  served  on  numerous  study  and  subcommittees  and  never  hesitated  to  commit 
himself  to  any  effort  that  would  improve  the  educational  process  in  Greenland. 
Herb  was  a  veritable  wealth  of  information  on  school  and  town  issues  present  and 
past.  His  involvement  with  the  town  of  Greenland  was  total  and  sincere.  The 
citizens  of  Greenland  and  the  many  others  who  were  acquainted  with  him  find  their 
lives  a  little  richer  because  of  having  known  him. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Greenland  Central  School  opened  the    1985-86   school  year  on  September   3,    1985, 
with   en  enrollment    of   250  pupils.      Thirty-three  professionals   and  paraprofessionals 
unite    as    a  team,   provide  quality   education   fpr  pupils   in  Grades   K-8. 

Closure   for   the    1984-85  year  was    the   graduating    of   forty-six  eighth   grade 
students.      The    commencement   exercises    (due   to  weather   conditions)   was  held  in  the 
Greenland  Community   Church.      In  view    of   the   rapidity   of   the   decision   to   go  to  the 
church   from  an    outside    ceremony,   the   graduation  was   impressive   and  meaningful.      We 
wish   the   Greenland  Class    of    1985   future   success. 

James  Sorter,  a  former  student  of  Greenland  Central,  presented  a  new  sign  to 
the  school.  James  created  and  carved  the  new  sign  as  part  of  his  requirements  to 
obtain  his    Eagle   Scout  Award. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities:      The   activities    offered  at   the   school,   for  its   size, 
are  numerous.      In  the   area  of  sports    the   school   offers   soccer,    field  hockey,  soft- 
ball,   baseball,    track,    and   intramurals.      In   addition   there   is    drama,    dances,  year- 
book,   Olympics    of   the  mind,   all   of   rfhich  provide    additional  in   and   out-of-school 
instruction   for  students. 

New   Social  Science   Program:      All  students   began    anew  social  science  program   of 
instruction  in   Septembers      A  study   committee    consisting    of   teachers    from  all  grade 
levels    and  Dr.    Wood  began   to  review  the  social  science   program.      It  was   discovered 
that    the    old  program  was   not   sequential  in  nature.      The    committee   recommended   to 
the   School  Board   in  May   that   a  new  program   authored  by  Alvis   T.    Harthern,   et    al, 
entitled  The  World  And   Its   People  be    approved.      The  program  provides    the   following: 
(1)    A  better  map    and  globe   skills   program  to  encourage  pupil  achievement;    (2)    Activ- 
ities   that   support   the   teaching   of   reading  skills;    (3)    Practical  lessons    that  build 
everyday    life  skills;    (4)    A  practical  lesson  format   that   saves    time   for  teachers; 
(5)    Chapter   and  unit   reviews    that  measure   growth   and   reinforce   ideas;   and    (6)    Clear, 
colorful  photos    and   text   to  excite  pupil  interest. 

Assertive  Discipline:      Parental,    staff,    and  student    concerns  were  negatively  voiced 
regarding   the  Demerit    System   of  Discipline,  which  was    in   operation  in   the  Greenland 
School   through  June,    1985.      In  December    of    1984  Dr.    Wood   created   a  committee   to 
review  the  system.      They  were    called   the  Behavior  Committee.      The   Committee   consists 
of  Patricia  Roberts,   Sandra  Stowe    as   parents,   John  Wolfe   as    a  School  Board  member, 
Katie   Hennessy,   Janice  Hutchins ,   Louise   Clements,    Barbara  Prien,   Florence  Hudson, 
and  Dr.    Wood    as   staff  members.      The  study  began  in  December,    1984,  with  visitation 
to   other  schools    and  inservice   training. 

Assertive  Discipline   is    a  modern  approach,   backed  by  more   than    10  years    of 
research,    created /authored  by  Lee   Canter.      It   is    the  belief   of   the  Behavior  Committee 
and  Lee   Canter   that   "Teachers  have    a  right   to  teach   and  students  have   a  right   to 
learn."     This    can   only  be   accomplished  through   a  school  that   fosters   and  promotes 
a  quiet    learning  environment.      Secondly,   every   individual   at  Greenland  Central  is 
responsible   for  his/her   own    actions    and   to   all  of   the  school  rules  which    are   explic- 
itly spelled   out.      Thirdly,   the  maintenance   of   this   system  is   the   responsibility    of 
every  member   of   the  staff.      Consistency  is    of  prime   importance! 

Lastly,    the  system  is    designed   for  parental  involvement.      Parents    are  made 
aware    of   any   infractions    to  the   rules    created  by   their   child(ren)    and   are  encouraged 
to  meet  with   the  staff   to  discuss    these  infractions. 

Building  Maintenance:    Building  maintenance   is    and   always  will  be   a  continual  process. 
Two   classrooms   In   the  stone-front  building  were   given   an  extensive   redecorating   and 
renovation  during   the   summer    of    3985.      Five   classrooms    on   the  second    level  of   the 
new  building  were   also  painted   during   the  summer.      When  we    look   at  building  mainten- 
ance, we  need  to  compare   it  with   the  amount    of  use   that  Greenland  Central  School 
receives.      For   approximately   9%  months  more   than   300   students    and  staff  members   use 
the  building  daily  during   the  work  week.      In    addition,    the  building  is   used  for   all 
civic  groups,   town  meetings,   voting  etc.    When  we  pause   and  evaluate   the   amount   of 
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continuous   use,    it  helps   equate   and  justify   the  number   of   dollars   required   to 
maintain   the   town's    largest  public  building.      I  need   to  give  much   credit    to  the 
School  Board  members    and  Mr.    James   Katkin,    SAU  #50.  Business  Manager,    for  their 
efforts    and   assistance  with   the  maintenance  program. 

Principal's   Remarks : 

I    remain  excited   about    this   Greenland  Central   School   and  its   educational 
potential.      The  basic  skills    are   taught   in   this   school.      Individuals    and   teams 
of  people  who  help  provide   this  basic  education   and  enable  me   to  function  effec- 
tively  as   your   administrator   are   as    follows:      teachers,   support   staff,    School  Boare 
members,   volunteers,    Supt.    Daniel  Durgin,   Business  Manager,   Jim  Katkin,  Karl  Gilbei 
Police  Department,    Ken  Femald,  Fire   Department,   Mrs.    Melanie   Lovering,    and  Mrs. 
Peggy  Pinsonneault.      I   extend   a  thank  you   to  each   of   them. 

In   closing,   I    ask   that   each    of   us    observe   a  moment    of  silence   for   one   of 
Greenland's    greatest  educators Mr.    Herbert  Wilson.

Height,   weight,   blood  pressure,   and  vision   for   all  students  was   underway 
throughout   the    fall.

Vision   and  hearing  tests    are    also  done   at   the   request   of   the   teachers,  specialists 
or  parents    throughout   the  year.      Referrals    are  made    as   needed.      With   the  spring 
comes   postural  screening   for  scoliosis.      This   is   done  yearly    on   grades   5-8,  with 
referrals    again  made    as  needed. 

In  January  we  will  again  have  dental  cleaning,  exams,  and  flouride  applica- 
tion.     We   are   fortunate   t o  be   involved  with   this   state   dental  health  program. 

Throughout   the  school  year   I   go  into  classrooms    to  do  programs  with   the 
students    on  different   aspects    of  personal  health   and  safety.      November  included 
a  school-wide  project   on  "The  Great  American  Smoke-Out  Day." 

Plans  are  being  made  for  the  pre-school  vision /hearing  screening  to  be  held 
in  the  spring.

jsting  of  students  in  specific  grades  in  the  areas  of  mathematics  and  language  arts.

sr  the  past  three  years,  SAU  #50  has  used  a  test  which  was  designed  through  a  col- 
aboration  of  districts  in  southern  Rockingham  County.   Since  the  state   has  now  mandated 
sting  in  grades  4  and  8  using  the  California  Achievement  Test  (CAT) ,  we  have  adopted 
lat  test  at  grade  levels  4  and  8  as  our  accountability  instrument.

I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the 
Greenland  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents. 
My  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1  B,  the  combined  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the 
General  Fixed  Asset  group  of  accounts,  which  should  be  included 
to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  my  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed 
Asset  Group  of  accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation 
as  explained  in  the  above  paragraph,  the  combined  financial 
statements  and  the  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Greenland  School  District  at  June  30,  1985,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

My  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion 
of  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.   The  accom- 
panying financial  information  listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in 
the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
Greenland  School  District.   The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined,  indi- 
vidual fund  and  account  group  financial  statements,  and  in  my  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
